quest of the negro assailant ot Alias 
Louise Miller, a white girl. 20 years 
old who may die as a result of the 
savage treatment she received 
at 


his hands. 
The brutal attack was committed 


only -a short distance from the girl's 
home- in Marion 
avenue, a small 
lane nearly half a mile east of the 
Loekbourne Road. The negro.whose 
name is not known, knocked 
her 


down from behind with a club, 
at 
the intersection of the road and the 
lane, about 
half a mile south of 


Schiller street- and dragged her 1.00 
feet up the lane. Miss Miller fought 
with him and tried to stab him witb 
her hatpin. "When she saw she was 
powerless in is hands, she says she 
begged Mm to kill her. 
Last" midnight it was - reported 


from St. Francis Hospital that the 
young woman's condition was grave. 
She has two deep wounds in 
the 


back of the head, made by the ne- 
gro's club, a long cut under 
her 
right eye, and her wrists and fore- 
arms are lacerated as though by 
teeth or nails. Her clothing was 
torn almost from her body. 
Miss Miller, who works at 
the 
Federal glass foctory. was on 
her 


way home at 6:45 o'clock- She no- 
ticed a negro start to follow 
her 


when she alighted from s. street car. 
She turned towards home and up- 
on seeing the man still following, 
auickened her pace. Several persons 
said the girl and negro passed them 
in the road, but Miss Miller did not 
ask for help. 
After knocking her 
down and 


dragging her up the lane, the negro 
tore off the girl's shoes and stock- 
ings, searching for money as he told 
her. 
The girl helped him to 
re- 


move them to-show him that she 
had no money. 
Then her assailant began to tear 


away 
her clothing. Miss Miller 


foug'ht with all her strength, but in 
vain, and the negro left her lying 
half "unconscious on the ground. She 
told the police that she had a con- 
fused recollection of the man run- 
ning west, then turning east again. 
He left the road and disappeared 
in some underbrush. 


While they were struggling in a 


ditch by the road, Miss Miller said a 
huggy passed. She tried to scream. 
bu?~the HPETTO held her. throat. 


The girl's mother, who had

said later she thought she heard a 
scream, but. concluding she had 
been mistaken, went back into the 
house.

made it, he has jaade in ignorance, 
because the panic of 1S33 can

A Teacher's Views on the Servant Girl Question

of the experts on vocational guidance, -who are now becoming a ! 


part of the faculty of so many schools, has some decided and rataer j 
interesting views on. the subject of domestic service for girls 
Her 


-viewpoint is worth considering, especially by those who are trying 


to solve this perplexing problem, and to bring chaos out of the present 
situation. 


She doesn't advise any of the girls, -whose choice of an occupation sne 


is supposed to guide, to go into domestic service. And tlds attitude has 
brought down upon her a storm of criticism, both from v,o3jen interested 
in tbe -working girl, and even from some broad-minded employers, -who 
believe that employment in the home Is better for girls than, employment 
in factories and stores. 


But she-doesn't change her front. And in support of her position, she 


says: 


"It Isn't the hard work that mates domestic service unendurable. Tbe 


trouble is that the relation of servant and mistress is unsocial. Human 
feeling doesn't enter into it. The system is wrong, for you should enter 
into, human relations with everybody with -whom you deal. 


' "The finer and larger household, the less of this- human relationship 


between mistress and servants. In a large establishment the gM is a 
mere automaton, a machine. This atmosphere of contempt, or of lack 
of recognition of her as a human being, is the great curse of the system. I 
wouldn't expose any girl to It. A serving girl has as much right to a real 
human life as any one else has, and she cannot be always treated as a 
piece of clay, If she is to develop. Her usefulness, too, depends cpon her 
hanpiness; but happiness is Impossible In the atmosphere ia which irsny 
servant girls live. 


"It isn't the element of personal service that makes tbe work so de- 


grading. * A nurse or a doctors serves yon just as intimately, bet there is 
nothing degrading about that. Bat to a large extent, tne servant is r.cl 
justified socially, aad a servant must be justified socially to have a standing 
in society. And in many homes she is not justified. She is there simply 
because tbe mistress is lazy, or ^vants to make a sbov before the world of 
keeping a large establishment. And the maid -who serves, suffers thereby, 
a social stigma- It is a cause -we seldom consider, but nevertheless, so- 
ciologically," it is one of the causes for the lack of caste of those who co 
household" worlc. They are pandering to parasitism. Domestic service 
must become a -wori that is sn altogether necessary part of the sccsal 
order, then it will have standing. 
"In time, we shall have trained domestic science experts, whose service 


to the community will be just as valuable, and therefore just as ciuch re- 
spected as any other. Then there -will be no servant problem."
